~ Kfir, Israel’s own 
fighter, makes debut

THE KFIR, the jet fighter de- 
veloped and manufactured in Is- 

rael, was unveiled yesterday. 

The Kfir — young lion — is 

pone of the best” military aircraft 

pr roduced in the world today 
bela also —at about $4m. a piece 
“- one of the cheapest, Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres said at the 
unveiling ceremony at the Israel 
Aircraft Industries plant at Ben- 
Gurion Airport, Lod. 

He was speaking shortly before 
the delta-winged aircraft went 
‘through some of its paces above 
the heads of the gathering of 
Government and IDF leaders, 
newsmen and IAI workers gather- 
ed for the occasion. 

Reports have appeared for over 
@ year about an Israe!-built jet 
fighter, but yesterday was the 
first ‘time that the existence of 
such a plane was officially con- 
firmed. No information was re- 
leased on the number already 
produced and in service with the 
Israel Air Force, 

The Kfir's speed is officially 
given as over 2.2 times the speed 
of sound and its ceiling as over 
50.000 ft. It is believed to be 
capable of contending with the 
Mig 23, which the Soviet Union 
has supplied to Syria and Egypt. 
The plane, which is designed for 
both air-to-air and ground-attack 
missions, is armed with cannon 
and can carry a variety of 
weapon delivery systems, which 
remain secret, 

The Kfir's design is based lar- 


gely on the French Mirage body, 
adapted to incorporate the U.S.- 
made _ J 79 engine, used in the 
F-4 Phantom. This combination 
was referred to by Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin in his ad- 
dress at the ceremony, when he 
paid tribute to “Jewish wisdom, 
that has been capable of combin- 
ing the beauty of French design 
with the power of American 
engines.” 

The decision to unveil the air- 
craft as part of Independence 
Day celebrations was apparently 
taken some time ago, but was 
reconsidered in the light of the 
turn in relations with Washing- 
ton and the doubts cast on the 
future of arms supplies from the 
U.S. Though it was clear that 
Washington knew that Israel 
could make its own jet fighter, it 
was feared that certain quarters 
would contend that Israel did not 
need extensive arms aid. © 


Peres stressed in ‘his address 
that this was not the case, de- 
elaring. “As long as the Soviet 
Union supplies with increasing 
generosity advanced military 
technology to the Arab world, 
Israel will be in need of the as- 
sistance of the U.S., in order to 
maintain the defensive and de- 
terrent palance with its neigh- 
bours.”” 

Peres said Israel is the small- 
est of the 10 countries which 
manufacture combat aircraft. 
“And of all the military aircraft 
being produced in the world to- 
day, the Kfir is one of the best.” 


60 die in Lebanese 


BEIRUT. — Terrorist gangs 
Christian Phalangists fought with 
bombs and machineguns yesterday, 
im deadly clashes that took a toll 
among innocent bystanders across 
Beirut. 

Their hit-and-run skirmishes -- 
and at least one pitched battle — 
pushed the death toll in two days 
of street fighting to more than 60, 
police said.

The Lebanese Red Cross ‘and 
“Palestinian Red Crescent” {ssued 
fresh appeals for blood, as the 
number of wounded rose to 78 by 
police count. Terrorists claimed 
Phalangist militiamen were firing on 
ambulances trying to get help to 
terrorist casualties. 

Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad arrived yesterday to 
confer with the warring factions in 
an effort “τὸ prevent further blood- 
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A cease-fire from noon to 4 p.m. 
was arranged by political party ad. 
ers to give the terrorists and the 
Christian party's militia time to bury 
their dead from the day before. 

Hundreds of armed men from both 
sides marched through shattered and 
rubbie-strewn streets, holding coffins 
in one arm and rifles and machine- 
guns in the other. 

Premier Rashid Solh's government 
met in emergency session for the 
second successive day as a general 
strike shut most shops in Beirut, 
Sidon and Tripoli. 

In Sidon, the scene of heavy fight- 
ing between leftists and the army 
last month, one terrorist was killed 
and three others injured by Phalan- 
gists in a morning ambush. 

In Tripoli, witnesses said attackers 
stormed and wrecked the offices of 
the National Liberal Party, a Pha- 
langist ally.

It re- 
turned seconds later, rolled over 
and then screamed into 2 vertical 
corkscrew climb, its after burner 
blazing in the greying light. 

Details of the performance, spe- 
cifications and armaments of the 
Kfir remains secret, but informa- 
tion released by the IAI said that 
it has “excellent handling quali- 
ties up to high ae of attack 
and low gust sensitivity at high 
speeds at very low altitudes.”

HALA. — “Last week, I proposed 
to Dr. the establishment 
of a US. naval base in Haifa. It 
would be an unobtrusive way of 
establishing a military presence, and 
would signal the Arabs thet if they 
attack Israel they would be attack- 
ing the U.S.A.." political sclentist 
Prof. Hans Morgenthau, told The 

Jerusalem Post here yesterday. 
. He is in Israel for a two-month 
stay, during which he will lecture 
on basic principles of international 
polities at Haifa University. He de- 
livered the first lecture yesterday. 

Prof. Morgentheu, 71, noted that 
a naval base — “which 1 am sure 
would delight the U.S. Navy’ — 
would be a tangible demonstration 
of America’s commitment to Israel's 
survival; and would also be a mes- 
sage for the Sovicts. 

Prof. Morgenthau, whe teaches 
at the New School for Social Re- 
search in New York, said he had 
been invited to meet Dr. Kissinger 
twice since the Secretary returned 
from his unsuccessful mission — a 
fortnight ago, together with two 
other Jewish personalities and again, 
privately, last week. 

"Be was upset by the failure, and 
blamed Israel for having been in- 
flexible. He feels Istael deceived, 
double-crossed him, because it had 
been obvious that Sadat would not 
make a non-belligerency statement. 
So Kissinger feels he should not 
have been asked to negotiate.” 

Asked for his own opinion on the 
matter, Dr. Morgenthau said: “Kis- 
singer was right, within the narrow 
limitg of the formulas of non-bel- 
ligerency, that Sadat refused, and 
the non-use of force, 
he appeared ready. But in fact,

“What Israel 
must try for is an overall settle- 
ment, with all the Arabs, which I 
do ‘not rule out as absolutely impos- 
sible.

Cabinet approves 
civilian job 
training plan 


AN 18-MONTH PROGRAMME to 
train civilians, including 11th and 
12th graders, to take over impor- 
tant jobs in the economy in times 
of emergency was approved at 
Sunday's weekly Cabinet session. 

The programme, presented by La- 
bour Minister Moshe Baram, who is 
in charge of civilian manpower 
Mobilization: in times of emergency 
eovers occupations beyond the ab- 
Solutely vital categories like elec- 
tricity, water, fuel and food sup- 
ply and so forth. 

Labour Ministry director-general 
Aryeh Gurel said that the men and 
women needed were already ear- 
marked for the vital categories. 
But the Yom Kippur War showed 
that the call-up put a major brake 
on the general economy. The new 
programme would draw on a poten- 
tial pool of 200,000 adult civilians, 
and 60,000 senior pupils. It would 
train women for jobs usually done 
by men in the factories, so the 
flow of production would not be 
halted in wartime, because of un- 
attended machines. 

Gurel said the existing scheme to 
traln women as bus drivers would 
be expanded. Courses would soon be 
car in Haifa, Jerusalem and Beer- 

eba.
